At the same time, Chief Aycock re- 
ceived communication from McKinney, 
Texas, ordering the broker's arrest, 
Chief Beavers, of the Atlanta police, 
and Harry Scott, of the Pinkerton 
agency, received similar notices from 
McKinney officials. Ayeock, it was 
stated at headquarters, knew of the 
whereabouts of his brother-in-law in 
Atlanta, and, upon receipt of the mes- 
sage, notified him by long distance 
tclephone. 

Coming to Arrest You. 

“Meet me in Atlanta at the Union 
station Saturday-morning,” he told the 
husband of his sister. “I am coming 
to arrest you.” 

Arnold kept the appointment, and 
wag put under arrest. At the same 
time, Pinkerton detectives and “ head- 
quarters men were looking for him. 

The Pinkertons, on Saturday, claimed 
they had watched Arnold _ since 11 
o'clock Friday night and finally at- 
tempted to make an arrest in the 
Fourth National bank, just after Ar- 
nold had placed three notes with the 
cashier, on which he had asked a sum 
of money. 

The Pinkertons allege that the three 
notes, produced by Arnold, are a part 
of the missing. notes on which his 
cOmpany in McKinney, Texas, is ask- 
ing his arrest. 

The Pinkertons also stated that they 
made their demand for Arnold’s arrest 
of the brother-in-law, -Aycock, who 
told them that Arnold was already 
under arrest. ‘ 

Say $6,500 Is Involved. 

According to the Pinkertons, Arnold 
is wanted in McKinney for the alleged 
theft of notes valued at $6,509. Five 
of the notes were of $1,000 denomina- 
(ions and were on New York exchange. 
The man is also alleged to have taken 
a $1/500 note, valued at ¢*1,500. 

The Pinkertons declare they have re- 
covered three of the $1,000 notes and 
also the $1,600 note, and they state 
that the Monroe banks have the other 
two notes on which $500 has been re- 
alized by. Arnold. They state also that 
Arnold received a,certified check for 
$1,500 from the Monroe bank officials, 
but payment on this check, they as- 
sert, has been stopped. 
~ Chie? Beavers, to whom the case was 
appealed, finally declared that, as the 
Pinkertons held only wire orders for 
the arrest, the chief of police of Mon- 
roe Was entitled to Arnold, as the chief

Arnold was permitted to see his wife 
before he was taken to Monroe Sat- 
urday afternoon late. He denied em- 
phatically that he was short in his 
accounts with his firm, or that he was 
an embezzler.

WHY FLEEING MEXICANS 
ARE SENT OVER BORDER 


Washington, January 3.—Further ex- 
planation of the action of the Texas 
border patroi in disarming Mexican 
federal soldiers and forcing them back 
across the Rio Grande was received to- 
day from Brigadier General Bliss. He 
reported that any other course would 
result in the Big Bend country being 
overrun with small armed parties, and 
emphasized that all armed bands who 
cross the border except those seeking 
asvlum are “armed invaders of United 
States territory.” General Bliss’ re- 
port,.sent from Fort Samy, Houston, 
Texas, follows: 

“So far as known at these 
quarters, what has been done at Pre- 
sidio is in accord with unbroken prac- 
tice from the beginning all along the 
border. Any one seeking refuge or 
claiming asylum is received and pro- 
tected. Frequently armed parties of 
either federals or rebels cross the 
der without evident intent to surren- 
der or seek asylum. If not found by 
our patrols they cross back at con- 
venient time and place. Their 
tional status is that of armed invaders 
of United States territory. If caught 
by our patrols they are disarmed and 
either ‘held or put back across. the 
river, according to Circumstances of 
the case. Under no circumstances are 
they obliged to return where they can 
be taken by. their enemies.

MORGAN ACTION 
~ GAUSES SURPRISE 


The Firm Retires - From 
Many Great Corporations 
in Which It Has Been 


Active. 


New York, January 3.—Announce- 
ment-of the retirement of J. P. Morgan 
and four of his partners from thirty 
directorships in twenty-seven cor- 
porations and Mr. Morgan’s reference 
to the change in public sentiment in 
regard to directorships, has called at- 
tention to the fact that five important 
recommendations of the Pujo commit- 
tee were already being put into effect 
in advance of legislation requiring 
them. 

They include the abandonment of 
fiscal agency agreements, such as ex- 
Haven and 
Morgan & Co.; the abolition 6f in- 
terlocking directorates, the abolition 
of voting trusts, reforms in the stock 
exchange and reforms in the clearing 

ouse. i 

Whether Mr. Morgan would decide 
to withdraw from the directorate of 
the United States Steel corporation 
was the subject of a great deal of 
speculation today. The general opin- 


, jon was that inasmuch as the so-called 


steel trust was the greatest of the 
Morgan creations and was considered 
by the elder Morgan the crowning 
achievement of his financial career, his 
son will consider it his duty to re- 
main identified with it in an active 
way, especially until the government 
suit has been decided. 
Surprising Feature. 


However, the Morgan firm was no 
less actively identified with the finan- 
cial development of the New York Cen- 
tral lines, for which Mr. Morgan was 
the banking sponsor throughout the 
greater part of his career. His con- 
nection with it dated from the time 
of Commodore Vanderbilt, and it was 
through Mr. Morgan’s influence that 
English investors placed enormous 
sums of money in the securities of the 
road. The resignation of the present 
J. P. Morgan from the New York Cen- 
tral directorate was one of the most 
surprising features of his announce- 


ment. 

J. P. Morgan’s friends say that he 
has not only been deeply impressed by 
the chagge in public sentiment dur- 
ing the last few years, but that he 
has been deeply grieved over the critl- 
cism of the firm in connection with the 
affairs of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad company. 

Robert S. Lovett, chairman of the 
Union Pacific Railroad company, in 
commenting today on the Morgan ac- 
tion, said: 

“I think strong bankers on railroad 
boards are very desirable—but it all 
depends on who represents the rail- 
roads on the board.” 

A. Barton Hepburn, chairman of the 
Chase National bank, expressed the 
opinion that interlocking directorates 
were a good thing so long as they did 
not result in unlawful monopoly. 

“T have found in my personal ex- 
perience,” he added, “that by being 
upon the boards of certain corporations 
I am able to get a much better knowl- 
edge of their financial standing. Used 
for such a purpose, being a director on 
one or more corporations is by. no 
means injurious or unlawful. 

“Of course where the knowledge ac- 
quired through interlocking  direc- 
torates is used for selfish profits the 
custom is to be decried.” 

Investigations to Continue. 


Washington, January 3.—No change 
in the plans of the department of com- 
merce for investigating trusts nor in 
its study of their economik efficiency 
is to be made as a result of the with- 
drawal of J. P. Morgan & Co. from 
directorates of many corporations. The 
withdrawal of the Margan firm, it was 
pointed out today, would not make of 
any less value for future legislative 
efforts in bringing the trusts into line 
with government policy, the present 
and proposed work being done. 
Secretary Redfiled was asked for an 
increase of appropriation for the bu- 
reau of corporations from $250,000 to 
$685,000. Much of that enlarged fund 
he desires to use in “undertaking a 
study of certain fundamental economic 
laws on which all our industries are 
based.” 

Secretary Redfield was asked for an 
ion is that the duty of the bureau of 
corporations is “to gather information 
of a broader and more comprehensive 
character with< reference to industrial 
conditions pertaining’. to interstate 
commerce, so far as they have to do 
with corportaions, than would be en- 
tailed in the investigation of isolated 
industries.” He holds that the mass- 
ing of capital has in it certain ele- 
ments of efficiency, but doubts wheth- 
er it is for the best interesis of the 
country as a whole.

J. Campbell oo Wants 
American “Protestants to 
Triple Contributions. 


Kansas City, Mo., January 3.—The 
total foreign missionary contributions 
of American Protestant churches for 
the last year was $16,398,000, accord- 
ing to a statement made to the student 
volunteer convention today- by J. 
Campbell White, of New York, general 
secretary of the Laymen’s Missionary 
movement. Dr. James L. Barton, of 
Boston, secretary of the American 
board of commissioners for foreign 
missions; J. H. Franklin, foreign sec- 
retary of the American Baptist Foreign 
Mission society, and Dr. R. F. Horton, 
of London, also spoke.

sions eight years ago. Contributions 
to the home missionary objects during 
the same period, although I have not 
the exact figures, has been much lar-

Mr. White declared special interest 
attaches to this convention in the 
minds of several hundred representa- 
tive laymen who are in attendance 
because it was at the student volun- 
teer convention held at Nashville, 
Tenn., eight years ago that the Lay- 
men’s Missionary movement had its real 
inception, :

It costs only 8 per cent to adminis- 
ter the big fund for foreign missions, 
according to Mr. White, which he de- 
clared was less than one-half the per 
cent of the administrative cost of 500 
of the largest business concerns in 
America. Ee 

Mr. White appealed for $50,000,000 a 
vear for foreign missions from North 
American churches and seemed to 
prove it possible when he added that 
by the standardization of financial 
methods now going on, this would 
mean only 10 cents a week from ten 
millions of church members, even if 
the balance of twenty-four millions of 
Protestant church members in the 
United States and Canada give nothing. 

Mr. Barton, speaking on “Missfonary 
Statesmanship,” said: . 

“Native leaders must be trained for 
every department of social, intellectual 
and religious efficiency and to these 
all leadership must ultimately be con- 
ceded. 

“The missionary must understand in 
all his plans that he and his mission 
are temporary and that the native 
church and school and society and in- 
stitutions of Christian civilization un- 
der native control and leadership will 
remain.” 

Bryan to Chinese Students. 

Christian Chinese now studying in 
America are the means for propagat- 
ing Christianity in China, declared 
William J. Bryan, secretary of state, 
in an address late today to the Na- 
tional Conference of Chinese students 
in America. The conference is made 
up of delegates to the student volun- 
teer convention, but is held apart from 
the convention’ proper. 

“The real work of converting Asia 
to Christianity.” said Mr. Bryan, ‘“‘must 
be done by those who have caught 
the spirit. You students are prepared 
to do the verv work that needs to be 
done. You can reach the hearts of 
your people better than a missionary 
frem a eountrv not vrour awn.”

vice admiral, “but rather to place our 
officers of an equality with foreign 
officers. Several instances have oc- 
eurred which showed the urgent neces- 
sity for this rank in our dealings with 
other navies.”

MARRIAGE QUESTIONS 
FOR JAPANESE GIRLS 


' Educational Department Wants 
to Learn Sort of Mothers 
Graduates Make. 


Tokio, January 3.—‘How soon do 
Sirls get married after graduation 
from school? How many children have 
they in flve years after marriage?’ 

These are some of the questions that 
the office of education has put to the 
girls’ middle schools throughout the 
country. The answers will form prac- 
tical statistics, and are expected to 
be of much value to the educational de- 
partment, which is contemplating a re- 
form in the present system of educa- 
tion. This it believes to be urgent; in 
view of the feeling that a degeneration 
of physique is taking place among girl 
students. 

The educational office had been in- 
terested in the question what kind of 
mothers the graduates of the girls’ 
middle schools make, and an investiga- 
tion along this line was made. Then 
Baron Takagi, president of the Jikein 
Medical school, offered some concrete 
suggestion to promote the work by 
sending out series of questions. He 
is convinced that the rising generation 
shows signs of physical retrogression, 
and says that the causes of this ten- 
dency must be corrected. 

“The youn men and women are 
steadily running low in weight,” Baron 
Takagi declares, “and there are indi- 
cations of general degeneration. Par- 
ticularly is this noticeable among the 
girls who have pursued their studies in 
the middle grade, or even the higher 
schools. When they are married they 
prove unsuitable mothers physically. 
They are not in condition to nurse their 
own children. So-called ladies of the 
upper or aristocratic classes show a

LEGITIMATE BUSINESS. 
~ WILL NOT BE INJURED 


H. H. Willet Discusses the En- 
forcement of the “Blue 


Sky” Law. 


The famous blue sky law, enacted by 
the recent session of the Georgia legis- 
lature, and which was acclaimed by 
the legitimate trust companies and 
bond dealers throughout the state, is 
being made the occasion of many 
doubts and misgivings, if the flood of 
inquiries handled by the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce may be accepted as 
an indication. 

' The bill was prepared under the di- 
rection of H. M. Willet, who was 
chairman of a special committee cre- 
ated for the purpose by the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, designated as 
the blue sky committee, and was scru- 
tinized and approved by the various 
banks and trust companies doing busi- 
nes in (Georgia before it was intro- 
duced in the legislature by Hon. Ed 
Wohlwender, of Muscogee, and en- 
acted into law. 

What Law HKequires. 

The new law requires all dealers in 
stocks and bonds in the state of Geor- 
gia to file with the secretary of state 
on January 1, 1914, a statement under 
Oath, showing the name and principal 
place of business of such dealer and 


the names, residences and buginess ad- 
Uresses of all persons inthpeated in 
such securities as principals, officers, 
directurs or trustees, including the 
name, residence and business address 
of-an agent residing in Georgia, if 
any. 

The law provides that a fee of $25 
shall be paid to the secretary of state 
with the filing of such statement, and 
that a receipt shall be furnished show- 
ing that such dealer has filed the 
statement required by law. 

In preparing for the enforcement of 
the law, Hon. Philip Cook, secretary of 
state, prepared certain forms, calling 
for itemized and détailed information 
concerning the condition and status of 


ties might be offered for sale tn Geor- 
gia, and these forms have given rise 
to the misapprehension which seems to 
exist, concerning the practical opera- 
tion of the new law. 


Willet Talks of Law. 

H. M. Willet, chairman of the blue 
Sky committee of the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce, and through whose ac- 
tivity the law was enatced, when ques- 
tioned concernihg the effect of the act, 
said: 

“It is true that I have been over- 

whelmed with letters and telegrams 
from all parts of Georgia, making in- 
quiries concerning the forms promul- 
gated by the secretary of state and 
Protesting against Jimitations upon le- 
gitimate business, 
_ if do not believe that the act, if 
interpreted in accordance with the 
intention of the legislature and with 
the letter and spirit of the law, can 
possibly result in embarrassment to 
commercial transaction or -in detri- 
ment to Georgia investors. 

“Indeed the entire purpose of the 
act was io compel a registration with 
the secretary of state of all dealers in 
Stocks and bonds of any kind, in or- 
de that the department should have 
ready* means of access to any dealer 
whose methods or transactions might 
be questioned from any source, or who 
might offer stocks, bonds or other se- 
curities of questionable character. 

“The law provides a sufficient pen- 
alty for failure to register and pay 
the required fee, to insure the regis- 
tration of such dealers. 

Guard Against Loss. 

“It was not contemplated that any 
legitimate dealer in any class of com- 
 @relal securities of recognized stand- 
ing or value should be required to file 
with the depart- 
with other burden- 
some conditions which might restrict 
trade in such securities. 

“On the contrary, the purpose of the 
supporters of the bill was to enact a 
law which would authorize the secre- 
tary of state to institute the most 
complete investigation into the assets. 
liabilities and general condition of any 
company offering for sale in Georgia 
any securities wnich might apparently 
entail loss to the investor in the ab- 
sence of such investigation. 

“If the law should be construed into 
an inquisitorial process against all 
companies doing business in Georgia, 
without discriminating vetween legiti- 
rate and questionable securities, the 
purpose of its authors would be de- 
feated by the ~eneral commercial pro- 
test, which would result in the imme- 
diate repeal of the law. 

“{ have today held a meeting of the 
‘blue sky committee’ of the chamber 
of commerce, and submitted to them 
numerous inqulries and protests re- 
ceived by me, and accompanied by the 
members of the committee, have dis- 
cussed the situation fullv with the 
secretary of state and with the at- 
torney general of Georgia. 

“Tt have no reason to believe that 
the law will be enforced in any man- 
ner that will embarrass - legitimate 
lL siness, and am confident that the 
department will exercise the discretion

Commissioner Caminettl probably 
will recommend that an extensive 
patrol force be established on the 
northern border from. the Cascade 
mountains ‘to the ocean, and onthe 
southern border from Arizona to the 
sea. It will be his effort to co-operate 
with the customs service on both bor- 
ders, not only to prevent smuggling 
of immigrants, but of opium. 


South American Beef Coming 
Into This Country. 


Judson CC. Welliver, Washington cor- 
respondent of Farm and Fireside, 
writes an arti@e in the current issue 
of that publication, entitled “Argen- 
tine Beef in American Control.” He 
Says that the number of meat cattle 
in the United States is getting smaller 
while the population, of course, is in- 
creasing. The best government figures 
show that there are about 36,000,000 
meat cattle in this country. This is 
over a million less than it was a year 
ago, over two million less than two 
years ago, three and a half million less 
than three years ago, and almost six 
million less than the census reported 
in 1910. 

Argentina has now about 29,000,000 
cattle, most of them meat animals. 
Their number has been increasing’ very 
fast during the same years when ours 
have been decreasing. One Argentine 
authority says shat Argentine is capa- 
ble of raising its total to 200,000,000. 
This may be an exaggeration, but there 
is little doubt that Argentina will in- 
crease its cattle production for a long

WHAT IS BABYOLOGY? 

Do you love babies? 

Of course! Everybody does. So you 
will be interested in what comes next. 

During the past six months, Ameri- 
can women, leaders in progressive 
| movements for bettering humanity, 
have brought to the attention of their 
home-making sisters a new popular 
science of great value in the family 
circle. 

At first, it was studied by a few 
mothers who found that it could sim- 
plify their daily lives and make home 
brighter. Then a few physicians who 
had specialized on ailments of children 
saw its educational possibilities and be- 
gan to read, and then to write about it. 
Health officers and city officials who 
were fighting sickness and _ poverty 
next took it up. Now fully half the 
women’s clubs of the country have in- 
cluded the subject in their programs 
for 1913-14, and the gospel is spread- 
ing from coast to coast. 

For lack of a more technical term, 
we who are interested in the work 
have coined a word. We call this 
science ‘“‘Babyology.” It means that 
branch of scientific study of man which 
deals simply, clearly, directly and com- 
prehensively with the baby, as the 
foundation on which is built national 
health, strength, energy, intelligence 
and morality. It involves the consider- 
ation of every phase of faby’s life, 
physical, mental and ‘moral, from its 
food to its play, from its cleanliness 
of body to the sort of love lavished 
upon it. A more fascinating science 
for women has never been evolved. 

“Why,” exclaims a mother, “we have 
always studied babies.’ 

As an individual, interested mother, 
perhaps you have, Lady Mother. The 
United States. as a nation has not. 
Just think! In one state, where they 
have a perfect system for registering 
high-grade hogs and where the state 
legislature appropriates thousands 
every year to stamp out hog cholera, 
they do not register the birth of babies 
at all and the legislature does nct 
appropriate a dollar to stamp out tu- 
berculosis which threatens the lives of

Even physicians have not placed 
great importance on the study of ba- 
bies. They have had their hands full 
doctoring grown-ups, who might have 


been healthy adults if properly started 
in life. 

No, after ushering the child into the 
world and pronouncing it sound, the 
average physician has turned the baby 
over to the parents, and under their 
care it has remained until it developed 
some acute malady, when the doctor 
reappeared on the scene. The cure of 
the malady, not its prevention, has long 
been the office of the family physician. 
They do it better in China, where phy- 
sicians are paid only so lomg as the 
health of the family is good.

Another mistaken belief about babies 
has been that they are born “delicate” 
or “strong!” and, as they are born, sO 
must the ylive—that is if they live at 
all! The delicate baby has been re- 
garded as a dispensation of providence, 
to be accepted with patience and resig- 
nation. Mother trotted anq dosed it 
by day, and father Walkeqd the floor 
with it by night, and the neighbors 
pitied them both. The idea that the 
poor little tot was born with the right

preached. The thougags of cabhap 


science to transform the delicate baby 
into a strong one is comparatively 
new. It is part of this wonderful, this 
optimistic new science of Babyology. 

And Babyvlogy of the common-sense 
sort for the common-sense mother is 
the most_important outgrowth of the 
better babies contests which have been 
held at state and county fairs all over 
the country during the past summer 
and this fall. 

At a better babies contest, the beauty 
of the baby does not count. Strength, 
energy, gcod proportions, intelligence 
do. Every baby entered in these 
contests has been examined by a phy- 
sician, tested by standards of normal, 
healthy children. And every mother 
attending these contests has received 
her first instructions in Babyology. As 
more than a hundred thousand babies 
have been examined in these contests 
since January 1, 1913, by five thousand 
physicians of recognized’ standing, 
Babyology has gotten a mighty good 
start in American homes. Tens of 
thousands of mothers have become well 
acquainted with their own babies 
through these lessons in Babyology. 
They have found out why their babies 
are delicate and how they can be made 
strong: They have found out why 
small chests were sunken and how they 
could be developed, why small stom- 
achs and abdomens were distended and 
sore and how they could be reduced to 
normal proportions; why some babies 
who cry ought to be smiling instead 
and how the smiles can be coaxed 
back. To sum it up, the study cf Ba- 
byology has taught these mothers that 
a puny, sickly, fretful baby is not a 
dispensation of Providence, but an un- 
necessary family burden, and a grave 
reflection on the intelligence of its 


parents. 

As director of the better babies bu- 
reau of The Woman’s Home Companion, 
I have attended many of these ccn- 
tests, east, west, north and south. I 
have conferred with hundreds of pa- 
rents, discussed babies and Babyology 
with hundreds of physictans. What 
these parents and physicians have 
learned from each other—and from the 
babies examined—is the basis on which 
these articles have been prepared. 

Mothers who cannot enter babies in 
contests, mothers who cannct join clubs 
which are studying Babyology, will find 
help in these articles, built on the ex- 
periences of mothers who have 
both. These talks on Babyology, 
twelve in number, will discuss every 
phase of baby’s existence, from its food 
to its naps, from its tiny aches and 
pains to its play. Problems of feed- 
ing, ‘bathing; dressing, sleeping, teeth- 
ing, exercising, all the habits of baby- 
hocd acquired in the first few years 
and, alas, so often never cast off, will 
be considered, just as they were seen 
come up at these contests. 
Babyology has one big splendid ob- 
ct, one threbbing message to give the 
world.

| Captain Tells How the East In-

So Declares Dr. Duncan, 
Delegate to Scientific Con- 
gress, Who Has Wrestled 
With Pittsburg’s Tremen-

“A city’s worst enemy!” “ 

That's what Dr. Robert K. Dun- 
can, head of Mellon Institute of Indus- 
trial Research, of Pittsburg, says that 
“smoke’’ is. And Dr. Duncan is cer- 
tainly one who Knows as much about 
smoke as any man in the United States, 
for under his direction has been waged 
for several years a determined war of 
investigation against the “smoke prob- 
lem”. of Pigtsburg. 

Being in attendance on the conven- 
tion of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, in Atlanta. 
Dr. Duncan had a splendid opportunity 
during the few days past of looking 
Atlanta over, from a smoke standpoint 
as well as otherwise, and it didn’t take 
him long to learn that Atlanta is in a 
Class—-well™ with rittsburg. In the 
latter city Dr. Duncan, being at the 
head of the research work conducted 
by Mellon .institute, has studied the 
problem deeply and taken an active 
lead in the investigations: of smoke 
causes and effects. 

“Yes, I feel very much at home—here 
in Atlanta,’ said Dr. Duncan, and he 
looked knowingly out of the window 
at the dense pall of smoke that, en- 
veloped the city. 

“Atlanta is without a doubt one of 
the worst cities in the United States 
from the standpoint of the smoke evil,” 
he said. “And the worst part about 
it is that you could abolish it easily, 
if you only would, for all of your 
smoke here is absolutely unnecessary. 
Your problem is not nearly so baffling 
as that of Pittsburg, for we have en- 
ormous smelters that 
and iron oxides which greatly increase 
the problem of smoke abatement. But 
here in Atlanta you have practically 
nothing but ordinary coal smoke, caus- 
ed by incomplete combustion, which 
could be remedied by determined action 
by the city. 

A Stimulator of Crime. 

“Did you know that this pall of 
smoke which hangs over Atlanta 
Stimulates vice and crime in your city, 
besides greatly increasing the cost of 
living and blighting the health of the 
inhabitants?” 

. As Dr. Duncan made this remark- 
able assertion his flashing eyes vivid- 
ly emphasized the conviction of his 
words. He was pressed to give in de- 
tail the results of the remarkable 
smoke investigation of Mellon institute 
in Pittsburg, and to tell in plain words 
the danger that hangs over Atlanta 
in her canopy of smoke. 

“You may think it a remarkable 
statement to say that smoke increases 
vice and crime,” said Dr. Duncan, “but 
this has been proven by close inves- 
tigations. When men and women live 
under strained conditions, with irrita- 
tion to lungs and nerves, such as smoke 
causes, they tend to react to a greater 
extent when relaxation comes. Other 
things being equal, there will always 
be more vice and crime in a smoky city 
than in one with a clear atmosphere. 
The smoke has a general effect on 
mentality, also, hurting the power of 
the mind to think. If you live in a 
room with a burning gas stove for any 
length of time, you will see forcefully 
illustrated the effect of living in con- 
tact with burning gases, and the smoke 
of a city has largely the same in- 
fluence.”’ 

Increases Cost of Living. 

In .outlining the blighting effects of 
smoke in a city, Dr. Duncan said that 
it has a threefold evil influence—the 
first being the psychological effect, as 
outlined above; second, the economic 
effect, in increasing the cost of living, 
and third, the influence on health. In 
discussing the economic phase of the 
question, Dr. Duncan said: 


“Most folks laughingly refer to city | 


smoke as increasing their laundry 
bills, and let the economic part of 
the problem go at that. But when 
you stop to consider, you have got to 
realize that not only does the smoke 
make you pay more doctor bills and 
mar yvour- food and clothing, but that 
you, the consumers, are made to pay 
for the merchant's. deterioration of 
steck and buildings because of smoke. 
The merchant has to conduct more 
cleanings of his stores, has to replen- 
ish his stock oftener with clean goods 
and has to repair his buildings -as 
result of the attacks of smoke, and 
he has got to mak it up in increased 
prices to the consumers in order to 
come out with a profit at the end of 
the year. And so the people, as usual, 
are the goats! 

“This may be one reason for Atlanta 
standing so high among the cities of 
America in the ‘cost of living.’ 

Have a Glass of Soot? 

“And then the third standpoint, that 
of health, is the on¢@ that presents a 
grave danger to the people of all 
Smoke-laden cities. Why, you have a 
tumblerful of soot in your lungs right 
now! 

“But you needn’t’ be startled, for 
ou've probabkv had at least a tumbler- 
ul for ten year,’’ added Dr. Duncan. 
“You drink it in evéry day that you 
walk the streets of Atlanta—plain or- 
dinary black soot! Expert measure- 
ments have revealed the fact that in 
every inhabitant’ of| a smoke-ridden 
city like Atlanta there is from 6 to 18 
erams of goot, or an average of half 
a tumbleriul, in each lung. 

“Experiments conducted by Mellon 
institute have showin that the lung 
builds tissue around) every little soot 
particle that enters,|in order to pro- 
tect the membrane of the lung from 
th. foreign substance. By the time a 
‘person: has lived in a smoky city for 
several years there is a complete layer 
of this tissue in thé lungs, enclosing 
fine particles of thé soot which re- 
main there. This layer of tissue is 
a serious handicap im fighting a dis- 
ease like pneumonia, which depends 
fo, recovery on the)! lung’s ability to 
keep pumping. ”

Four Methods of Abatement. 


When asked for the methods of 
abatement used in Pittsburg,. Mr. Dun- 
can said that first of all it was neces- 
sary to have thorough co-operation 
between the city officials and the busi- 
ness men of the city, so that a solution 
of the problem might’ be earnestly 
worked out. He then named four 
methods which have beén used to» les- 
sen smoke, as follows: 

First—Sensible stoking. Practically 
all of the smoke could be greatly di- 
'minished, says Dr. Duncan, simply by 
ith, stokers taking more care in their 
| methods of stoking the furnaces. 

Second—Proper furnace construction, 
a large number of t e furnaces in At- 
lanta being old and antiquated. 

Third—Mechanical stoKers, which, if 
intelligently supervised, will prove 
effective in reducing smoke. 

Fourth—Precipitation of necessary 
smoke, by means of high potential 
electrical discharee. 

In discussing the fourth method, Dr. 
Duncan told how the Mellon institute 
i:has worked out a highly’ successful 
| precipitation method, on the basis of 
the Cottrell process. He said that this 
‘hardly would apply to Atlanta, how- 
- ever, for there are not the iron oxides 
jand other gases in Atlanta’s smoke 
| that exist in the smoke of Pittsburg. 
'For the same reason he said that the 
'method outlined in a New York Times 
(article, reproduced in The Constitu- 
; tion a few days ago, was not applicable 
to Atlanta, being a method of precipi- 
;} tation where smoke is laden with 
i'gwases and oxides.

“In perfecting your furnaces so that: h 


combustion will be aided and smoke 
thus diminished, is your greatest op- 
portunity for lessening the smoke evil 
in Atlanta,” said Dr. Duncan. “The 
city ordinance should allow not more 
than 6 minutes to the hour for black 
smoke to .issue from furnaces. But the 
most important part of all is the ques- 
tion of getting the smokKe-producers 
themselves interested in cutting down 
the smoke, for when this comes about 
“our problem will soon be solved and 
Atlanta will be a city of clean atmos- 
phere instead of the murky furnace 
it is now.’

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SMITH TO RESIGN AS 


ASST. TAX COLLECTOR == 


Claiming That Agreement Was 
Broken, He May Oppose Tax 
Collector Williams. 


After a disagreement with City Tax 
Collector E. E. Williams because of the 
employment of his son, J. L. WilMams, 
in the tax collector’s office, Assistant 
Tax Collector Frank F. Smtih on Sat- 
urday announced his resignation, to 
take effect February 1. 

While this break has been brewing 
for some time, according to Mr. Smith, 
it was immediately provoked by the 
alleged attempt of Mr. Williams Wed- 
nesday night to put another man in 
the place cf Mr. Smith on January 1, 
under the assumption that on that date 
Mr. Smith would no longer be con- 
nected with the office. 

It is understood that Mr. Smith will 
oppose Mr. Williams for the office of 
city tax collector at the next election. 
This Mr. Smith would not deny, but 
said that he was not ready to make a 
public announcement. 

Says Agreement Was Broken. 


According to Mr. Smith, when he 
agreed to-run with Mr. Williams 
against former Tax Collector E.: T. 
Payne, one of the arguments used 
against Mr. Payne was that he em- 
ployed his son in the office, and that, 
in case they should win out, their ap- 
pointive powers should not be used for 
the furtherance of their kinspeople. 

Contrary to this agreement, stated 
Mr. Smith, immediately upon the en- 
trance of himself and Mr. Williams 
into office, Mr. Williams announced 
that he would give his son a place in 
the office. Mr. Smith says he protest- 
ed against this, recalling to Mr. Wil- 
liams’ attention the pre-election agree- 
ment on the point. This, he gays, was 
without avail, and young Williams 
went to work in the tax collector’s 
office. 

Criticises Williams’ Work. 

Within a short time,. according to 
Mr. Smith, the younger Williams did 
his work indifferently, and complaint 
was made to Tax Collector Williams, 
who stated that he would remove his 
son from the position, but never did so. 

Conditions came to such a pass, 
avers Mr. Smith, that last October he 
informed Tax Collector Williams that 
he would be compelled to resign’ some 
time after the first of thee year, but 
did not name the date. 

When on tast Wednesday night he 
learned that Mr Williams was making 
arrangements for his successor, Mr. 
Smith says, he went to Mr. Williams 
and told him that his resignation 
would not be effective until February 
1, upon which information Mr. Wil- 
liams assured him that he had made 
his arrangements for his successor un- 
der misapprehension.

In the annual report of President J. 
O. Cochran, of the park department, it 
is shown that Atlanta's parks and 
playgrounds are now valued at $2,062,- 
649.55, as against $1,402,967.14 in the 
year 1912. 

The park system now consists 
Of 839,835. All the property now own- 
ed by the city and devoted to park 
purposes was bought for $186,654.74. 

President Cochran's report is the 
broadest and most comprehensive he 
has made since he has been at the 
head of the park commission. 

Wants New Park. 

In it he makes many important 
recommendations, one of which is for 
the purchase of the Moseley property, 
which was the scene of the famous 
battle of Ezra church. President 
Cochran also made a recommendation 
for the purchase of an automobile for 
the use of General Manager Dan Carey, 
who is praised for his work during 
the past year. 

Other recommendations are for the 
purchase of more land for play- 
grounds, and the erection of a suitable 
buildigg to protect the cyclorama. 

DuBnus as shown by 
report, $11,312.: was collected. 
city appropriated $86,602.10 for 
maintenance of parks and park de- 
partment. Therefore, the cost to the 
city, by reason of the revenue collect- 
ed, was only $75,273.71 

Wants ‘Battlegrounds Preserved. 

President Cochran reviews in detail 
work done in the parks during the 
year, and points to a number of im- 
provements which should be made im- 
mediately. He makes an earnest ap- 
peal to the ycity council to preserve 
as many of the old battlegrounds as 
possible, and devote them to recreation 
places. 

President Cochran also asks for more 
money for the purchase of animals for 
the Gress zoo, pointing out that during 
the year several baby animals bred at 
the Grant park zoo ‘were sold and the 
money turned back into the city treas- 
ury.

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How to Start in the Poultry 


Business. 


A contributor to the current issue of 
Farm and Fireside writes in part, as 
follows, under the title, “Breaking Into 
Poultry:” 

“The first advice I give every begin- 
ner is to let incubators alone. Stick to 
the hen. After you learn how to hatch 
and raise chicks with hens and you 
begin to feel that you understand the 
business, you can tackle an incubator. 

“The orthodox advice of the poultry 
journals to the beginner is to purchase 
a trio or pen from some breeder 
about twenty-five to fifty dollars and 
start ‘right.’ My advice is to buy two 
or three one-year-old hens and five or 
six good-sized pullets from some poul- 
try raiser near you.

Virginia town of Charlottesville, in Al- 
bemarle county, is the grave of the 
greatest of all democrats—Thomas Jef- 
ferson, the third president of the Unit- 
ed States. It igs on a part of his es- 
tate of “Monticello,” which was his 
residence during almost all the years 
of his Public service, and here, seven- 
teen years following his retirement 
from the presidency, h elived like a pa- 
triarch among his admiring friends 
It was to beautiful Monticello, standing 
on its mountain among the unbrageous 
hills of Virginia, and commanding 
views of unsurpassed loveliness, that 
his numberless admirers turned like 
faithful pilgrims in his last years.

Of all his varied achievements, these 
were the three for which he wished 
most to be remembered. 

Monticello is erected on a mountain 
580 feet hich. and stands all alone. It 
came into the Jefferson family by grant 
in 1735. It remained in the family un- 
itil the death of Thomas Jefferson on 
July 4,1826. At the foot of this moun- 
tain was Shadwell, where Jefferson was 
born. 

But Jefferson had already chosen a 
site at the top of this mountain for his 
future home and here, when he was 
only 21, he began work on his future 
homestead. He had no architect but 
himself, no builders, but slaves, and 
no landscape gardeners. He made his 
own bricks. wrought his own nails, 
constructed his vehicles and trained his 
laborers It was not for thirty years 
after its start that Monticello was final- 
ly completed. 
oe od a Jefferson lived the doors 
of Monticello were never closed.  Dur- 
ing the declining days ol Jefferson, 
Monticello become a mecca for people 
of all races and creeds, and ever since 
his death the interest has In no way 
relaxed. The number of tourists each 
year who visit Monticello is estimated 
at 20,000, and every year the number 
is increasing. jefferson died on the 
fiftieth anniversary of the day he had 
done so much to make immortal. Dur- 
ing his later years he became deeply 
involved in debt and when he died, in 
spite of all his daughter could do 
toward paying off the obligations ol 
her father. she was forced to advertise 
Monticello for sale. Then all Thom- 
as Jefferson's estate, even the dust of 
his body, passed into the possession of 
strangers. An estate that was valued 
as being worth $71,000 was sold to 
James 17. Karclay for $7,000. In the 
deed of sale there was a clause reserv- 
ing the family burying grounds to the 
descendants of Thomas Jefferson. This 
burial ground is about six hundred reet 
from the house. 

Barclay owned Monticello only a few 
years when he sold it to Captain Levy, 
of the United States navy. Levy lived 
in New York and when he died in 1862 
in his will he bequeathed the estate to 
the nation. The heirs contested the 
will, and the court decided in their fa- 
vor. In the settling of the estate Jef- 
ferson M. Levy gained Monticello and 
has held it in his possession ever since. 

The free right of access to the public 
to the grave of Jefferson has never 
been given by the owners of Monticello. 
In 1882 a resolution was offered in 
congress by Representative Gaddes 
making an appropriation of $10,000 for 
improvements over the grave of Jef- 
ferson. At the time of the introduc- 
tion of this resolution a letter was 
read to congress by Sarah Randolph, a 
descendant, in which she gives a de- 
scription of the present condition of the 
little gravevard at Monticello: 

“The little graveyard at Monticello 
—only 100 feet square—is all of the 10,- 
000 acres of land owned by Jefferson 
when he entered public life which is 
now left in the possession of his de- 
scendants. He sleeps, amid scenes of 
unsurpassing beauty and grandeur, on 
that lovely mountain surrounded by the 
graves of his children and grandchil- 
dren to the fifth generation. At his 
side lies his wife, whom he loved with 
such singular devotion. A few feet 
from him rests the cherished friend of 
his youth—young Dabney Carr—whos: 
motion in the Virginia house of Bur- 
gesses to establish committees of cor- 
/respondence between the sister colonies, 
leading, as it did, to the meeting of the 
first congress, has given his name an 
enviable place in American history. A 
little further off lies the remains of 
another devoted and distinguished 
friend, Governor William Cary Nicholas. 
of Virginia: while at his feet sleeps 
another governor of the commonwealth 
—his son-in-law, Thomas Menn Ran- 
dolph. The modesty of the spot is in 
istriking contract with the celebrity of 
its dead And there are perhaps few 
in America of g<reater historic value or 
m/ rvine of the nation’s care.” 

The resolution was adopted without 
conditions being imposed either 
upon the heirs of Thomas Jefferson 
for a quit-claim deed to the grave or 
upon the owner of Monticello for right 
of access to the public thereto. Since

Minute guns were fired 
from our ships of war and fortresses 
There were perhaps, no cities and few 
villages of any considerable size which 
did not exhibit some ceremonials in 
honor of the dead. A great number of 
funeral orations were pronounced he- 
fore vast audiences by individuals who 
were chosen by their fellow citizens to 
perform that honorable duty. The 
best talent of the nation.

COUNTRY STUDENTS 
LEAD IN MATHEMATICS 


Bloomington, 
dents from the 


Ind., January 3.—Stu- 
rural districts are more 
proficient in mathematics than stu- 
dents from the cities, according to 
Professor David Rothrock, of Indiana 
university, who todav gave out data 
concerning 250 students enrolled in the 
mathematics department last fall. 

The students were grouped accord- 
in. to percentage into three classes— 
those whose fathers are farmers, those 
whose fathers are professional men 
‘and those whose fathers are engaged 
‘in commercial pursuits. Students from 
the farm averaged 82.4 on their final 
examination as compared with 74.5 for 
the second class and 65.6 for the third 
class. Only 7 per cent of the farmer 
class failed to make a passing grade 
as compared with 13.4 per cent of the 
professional and 17 per cent of the 
‘commercial classes. 

Professor Rothrock said he believed 
the cause for the rural student’s su- 
periority in mathematics lay in the 
fact that he could concentrate much 
better than the urbanite and was not 
in so large a degree distracted by out- 
| side activities as is the city student. 

The young women excelled the men 
lin the class, according to Professor 
Rothrock, although they were outnum- 
| bered two to one. The women made 
(an average of 80, while that of all 
| the men was 67.6,

TAKE NOTICE. 


That bright, brainy and resourceful 
woman, Rev. Anna Howard Shaw, 


president of the National American 
Woman. Suffrage association, has the 
happy faculty of making people think 


when she speaks. 
Dr. Shaw’s advice to women to offer 
“nassive resistance” to the income tax 
law, that -is, to decline to aid the gov~- 
ernment in levying taxes upon their 
incomes by refusing to render an ac~ 
count of their property, is going the 
rounds of the newspapers. If the 
women are willin to risk paying 
the fines of from $20 to $1,000, is that 
anybody’s business I'd like to know? 
To my mind it wtll furnish a splendid 
illustration of the inconsistencies of 
the men who make and enforce the 
laws when they subscribe to the fun- 
damental principle “taxation without 
representation is tyranuy, and then 
levy any sort of a tax on the property 
of disfranchised wamen, of the proper-

January —A few days ago 
there died in an obscure corner of 
Montmartre a curious old mi: 4 
little band of sympathetic painters fol- 
lowed the humble bier to the cemetery, 
and then, the old man having been also 
a painter, a visit was made to his di- 
lapidated studio. 

There on the walls, the floor, chairs 
and easels was 2 collection of pictures 
that caused cries of admiration. Mau- 
rice Barres, Leon Bonnat, Armand Da- 
yot, Jean Paul Laurens and other emi- 
nent painters and critics were summon- 
ed and confirmed the first verdict. The 
pictures were masterpieces. 
showed that the old man’s 
Ferdinand Pelez, and 
dawned. 

Twenty years ago 
most brilliant artists of 
alier of the Legion of Honor, 
ber of one of the most excius 
ary clubs, had disappeared 
no one knew why. But now the 
tery was explained. Haunted by 
misery he saw everywhere around 
in the great capital, he had determii: 
to devote himself to the cause of the 
poor.and friendless. Since the day he 
made his decision, he had never been 
seen by the companions of his prosper- 
ity. Cloistered in an old studio high 
np in Montmartre, lke a hermit, he 
worked with all the resoruces of his 
genius to perpetuate on canvas the 
thousand forms of misery which stalk- 
ed through the streets of the gyeat 
town. Tramps, unfortunates, vagrants, 
beggars, consumptives and thugs alone 
admitted into his sanctuary. For 
twenty years he worked on, living on 
next to nothing, merciless to himself, 
but always kind and helpful to others. 

But the glory that he fled from will 
come a late but a just recompense to 
this painter of sorrow. The Baroness 
de Cholet and a few others, old pupils

The sweeping readjustment that has re- 
industry 


modeled the very foundations of 
and commerce in America has wrought no 
change more widespread or significant than 
that which is clearly apparent in the vast 
business of amusing the American people. 
The man who seeks a focus on a nation by 
observing how its amusements are served, 
how they diversify, expand and evolve, will 
find here material for fascinating analysis. 
The review is given point by the remarkable 
presentation here of Maeterlinck’s “Blue 
Bird,” which last evening closed an engage- 
ment of a week at the Atlanta theater, play- 
ing to large audiences at six evening 
and two matinee performances, with every 
one who saw it feeling the better for having 
done so. A theatrical project involving 
this space of time and this high class of 
entertainment has heretofore been success- 
ful in a city of Atlanta’s size with such rela- 
tive infrequency as to indicate an underly- 
ing cause. When it is said that the one- 
week stand is to be the regular thing in the 
Klaw & Erlanger house the facts back of 
this development take on more than ordi- 
nary interest. 

Comparatively a vears ago, every 
town of moderate size in the United States 
boasted its one standard theater for amuse- 
ments of every conceivable class. KLvery- 
thing ranging from Shakespeare to farce 
comedy and the dubious “leg show” held 
forth undef the same root, each jostling the 
other on its trip down the long road. With 
the growth of wealth and the growth of 
cities and the growth of competition, places 
of amusement multiplied, though the hurly- 
burly and indiscriminate mixture of good, 
bad and indifferent plays continued to hold 
forth on the same board.

His 
day done. We all remember him 
vividly. He was a part, often a _ disa- 
greeable and sometimes a humorous part, of 
every periorniance of “high brow” or riotous 
melodrama. He stamped, and whistled and 
ate peanuts. His comments were pithy, his 
breath odorous, his voice raucous. 

But a dozen places of amusement sprung 
up -where before but one had stood. He 
feund cheaper outlets for his energy. Pre- 
ceding was a much more respectable 
company. For the “movies” and vaudeyille 
aud stock. took care of the dramatie crav- 
ings, and what is more to the point, the 
pocketbook of many a thousand man, 
woman and child to whom the uniform 
tariff of $1.50 or $2 of the old, single house 
cdays was an insuperable barrier. 

In all this radical realignment and read- 
justment what is the situation? We find 
plenty. of plays for people of diametrical 
tastes and antipodal pocketbooks. The 
“low brow” goes his trail, the “high brow” 
his, the mystic .finds his own pasture and 
the humble but inclusive “movie” makes 
the universal appeal. We find this, too: 
The spectacle we witnessed last week of 
Atlanta made a one-week stand for an 
amusement of the very highest class, play- 
ing to capacity throughout the week, and 
not disturbing the Forsyth, the “movies” or 
the Lyric, not to mention lesser houses. 

Here is another point riveted by the evo- 
lution we have analyzed: The people are 
through with paying good money for a poor 
show. If a show is worth $2 they will pay 
it for a week if it stays here that long. If a 
50-cent show asks a $2 tariff they won’t see 
it at any price. They don’t have to. Their 
antusement. regources are today too many 
and varied.

“OUR ALIEN ARMY.”’ 

The American who is in search of a con- 
structive, vivid and understandable outline 
of the needs, the functions and the status 
of the United States army will find it in the 
current issue of Neale’s Monthly, and writ- 
ten by no less an authority than General 
R. K. Evans, in command of the department 
of the gulf, with headquarters in Atlanta. 
The editor of “Neale’s” ranks General 
Evans as the foremost authority of the 


| world on infantry fire. 


General Evans chooses as his caption, 
“Our Alien Army Educated and National- 
ized.”” A comprehensive impression of his 
views and statements can be obtained from 
a liberal synopsis, published elsewhere. He 
holds the army is alien because, under the 
conflicting electoral laws of the states, 
many of its memberships virtually are dis- 
franchised. He holds this, and rightly, an 
indefensible and unnecessary ‘penalty for 
the virtue of serving one’s country. He 
suggests, also, a way OUuL. 

General Evans compares our establish- 
ment, and its efficacy, with military estab- 
lishments, and shows wherein we fall short. 
He deprecates the fugitive sentiment that 
bars the United States uniform from places 
of amusement. He criticises the policy that 
makes of the soldiery a police constabulary, 
instead of providing for duty of that nature 
from other sources. One of his strongest 
points is that the leisure time on the hands 
of the soldier might be utilized to make the 
army attractive, by educational facilities 
supplied. by the government. His keen 
analysis enters into every phase of our mili- 
tary inefficiency, and suggests practical 
remedies. 

Certain it is that we have, as he says, 
neglected or minimized the army in times of 
peace, only to find ourselves handicapped 
when war breaks suddenly on us. The pen- 
alty of that policy has been shown in every 
war in which this country has engaged. If 
we are to operate the army as a business 
establishment, and that is the only sensible 
plan, we need to get rid of this short-sighted 
and provincial viewpoint. 

The value of General Evans’ treatment 
of the subject lies not only in its authority 
but equally in its conservatism. He recog- 
nizes sentiment in this country, and pleads 
for no huge or top-heavy paraphernalia. He 
pleads only that the money we do spend on 
military uses, and the money we spend in 
the future, be laid out with an eye to intel- 
ligence and less, as often at present, to 
expediency and false economy. 


DRAM OR MEAL TICKET. 

Dr. H. M. DuBose, pastor of the First 
Methodist church, is not among the ministe- 
rial or other advocates of temperance who 
depend upon emotion to further their cause. 
He doesn’t draw pictures of bloody domestic 
chaos or indulge in sermons with the sob- 
pedal on strong. In a communication pub- 
lished elsewhere he agrees with The Con- 
stitution that the most effective force for 
temperance today is the economic motive. 
Like The Constitution, he believes that the 
influence that is compelling more and more 
Americans to temperance is the ultimatum— 

Your dram or your meal ticket! 

That is also the position of Dr. T. D. 
Longino, who as chairman of council’s com- 
mittee on charities for seven years had an 
opportunity to observe the connection be- 
tween the toddy and the dinner pail, and 
whose card also is published elsewhere. 


This is a day of intense competition, that 


is religiously utilitarian, the slogan of which 
is efficiency at concert pitch each one of the 
working hours— 

There is little chance, small toleration in 
this day of practical things, for the man who 
mixes “booze with'business.” The supreme 
court of common sense and of the survival 
of the fittest has handed down an absolute 
divorce between the two on grounds of 
mutual and irreconcilable incompatibility. 

Dr. DuBose takes a center shot at the old 
and specious gag of ‘“‘personal privilege” and 
“personal accountability.” 

The railroad says today to the man who 
claims the “personal right” to tipple: 

“Very well. But you can’t exercise that 
personal right while you drive our trains, or 
dispatch them over tortuous traffic sheets. 


| Inasmuch as any sort of indulgence disqual- 


ifies you from efficiency, we think you best 
not tipple at all, if you want to stay on our 
pay-roll.” 

The police department of every city says, 
or should say, to its members: 

“Choose between your drink and your 
job. We can’t force sobriety on you. But 
we're not going to have you, of all men, with 
a pistol in his pocket, in danger of running 
amuck and slaying citizens.” 

The law says, or should say, the same 
thing to every minor and major official con- 
nected with its administration. 

The ultimatum of the drink or the job is 
spreading to about every vocation. 

It is based, as in the case of the railroad 
and the police service, upon sheer efficiency, 
stripped of every Maudlin consideration. 

Gauged by the final results, the phrase 
can logically be altered to read: 

Failure or success, independence versus 
charity, ambition fulfilled versus hopes 
shriveled in a gray old age, 

And it is not the “tear-squeezing” emo- 
tional appeal that is surely working this 
wonder. It isn’t the plea to conscience or 
the laceration of sentiment or the lamenta- 
tion of the sob artists. It is simply the 
hard-pan appeal to the instinct of self-inter- 
est and of self-preservation that is innate in 
any one with the makings of a man in him.

“The Atlanta way;” which is the trick of 
turning success into a habit and using ob- 
stacles as ladders to achievement, was never 
better exemplified than in the Oglethorpe 
campaign.

But Atlanta had pre- 
viously undertaken and completed tasks of 
as great proportionate dimensions, and the 
“Atlanta spirit” simply ran true to tradition 
in this instance. 

“The Atlanta way,” is, too, the way of 
civic exaltation, a dynamic civic ideal.

“FETER MMCHEL DEAD 
AFTER LONG SUFERNG 


Last of Old-Time Capitol Por- 
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ters Crosses Divide—Was a 
Faithful State Servant. 


Peter McMichael is dead. After a 
iong period of suffering from a fatal 
liseage, he gained his release and pass- 
sd into ths unknown early yesterday 
morning. 

Peter was only a negro porter, but 
the news of his death wil! bring sad- 
ness to the hearts of hundreds of the 
best white people of the state who 
knew him well. He was probably ac- 
quainted with as many of the public 
men of the state, both of this and the 
previous generation, as any man in 
it, white or black. 


For Peter was in a sense a public 


' gman himself, having been a servant of 


the state for 43 years. For more than 
thirty-five years of this time, he had 
in the office of the 
state treasurer. 

He came in with the administration 
of Governor James M. Smith in 1872, 
having been brought to the capitol by 
Colonel Jordan, at that time a repre- 
eentative in the state legislature from 
Jasper county. It was the time that 
the white citizens regained the reins 
of government, following the  over- 
throw of the reconstruction regime of 
evil memory. 


Treasurer Speer’s Tribute. 


And it was well that it should be 
so, for Peter was all his 1 white 
man’s negro, as a servant, humble, 
obedient and faithful. Here is what 
State Treasurer Speer, who had known 
him since 1879, had to say about him: 
' “He was one of the best servants 
J] ever came in contact with, a worker 
ever willing, cheerful, and in the 
sphere in which his lot was cast, cap- 
His honesty had been tested on 
numerous occasions, and I always 
found him absolutely reliable. He was 
frequently sent on confidential er- 
Trands, sometimes with small sums of 
money, and he was always found true 
to his trust.’’ : 

The death of Peter, who was about 
60 years old, following that of Sam 
Steele, porter in the attorney-general’s 
office, something over a year ago, re- 
moves from the capitol the last of the 
old-time porters. There are others 
who have had years of service, but 
they are not in the class with Peter 
and Sam. 


COLD STORAGE TRUST 
MAY BE PROSECUTED 


Washington, January 3.—Investiga- 
tion of the cold storage “trust” by the 


department of justice has progressed 


so far that officials are confident they 
have found trails which eventually 
in the courts. 

Although operations of dealers, »be- 
lieved to be leaders in the combina- 
tion, have been confined to several 
large cities. the department has re- 
doubled its vigor in respect to the in- 
quiry in the last few weeks. Officials 
expect to uncover evidence which will 
make these dealers amenable to the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

Within the last few days requests 
have reached Washington from several 
United States district attorneys for 
help in carrying on Investigations. 
a agents have been detailed for 
this work. Their reports probably 
will be made to Washington in the 
next few weeks and the attorney 
general and his assistants will de- 
termine the advisability of beginning 
anti-trust proceedings. 

Although department officials were 
unwilling today to discuss the cold 
investigation, it became 
known the general impression that 
the owners: of cold storage plants are 
involved in the alleged combination 
is incorrect. In only a few instances 
do the owners make use of their 
lants for storing their own products. 
n practically every case commission 
merchants and producers themselves 
rent cold storage space. The combi- 
nation which the départment will 
if sufficient evidence is 
fortscoming will be among the com- 
mission merchants.’ 


NEW BILTMORE HOTEL 
NEW YORK’S LATEST 


New York, January 2.—One more 
Was added to the group of notable 
hotels in New York on December 31, 
when the new Biltmore hotel, opposite 
the Grand Central station, was thrown 
open to the nublic. The festivities in 
connection with the opening formed a 
noteworthy feature of the generai New 
Year's eve celebration, every table 
having been engaged weeks in ad- 
vance. 

The new hotel is 26 stories high and 
has been erected in the record time of 
ten months. Warren and Wetmore, 
ihe architects of the Grand Central 
station and the other terminal build- 
ings, were also the architects of the 
Biltmore and designed it to harmonize 
with this remarkable group of build- 
ings in the heart of New York. ‘The 
Biltmore is the only hotel in New York 
to be virtually part of a great railroad 
terminal, There is an .underground 
connection between the hotel and the 
station platforms so. that persons 
alighting from trains may step into an 
elevator and be carried up to their 
rooms. 

There 


are, over 1,000 bed rooms in 
the new hotel, 950 with a bath. There 
are ball rooms—one on the 22d floor 
and a smaller one for less pretentious 
functions—accommodating 600, One 
of the distinctive features of this latest 
New York hotel is a roof garden on the 
sixth story as large as the garden that 
xoes with the average country house 
with trees,’ flower: beds and shaded 
walks where guests may promenade. 
The ball room can also be converted 
into an open air restaurant in summer. 
Some of the mechanical marvels of this 
hotel threaten the extinction of the 
bellboy. 

The Biltmore occupies 
square block on Vanderbilt avenue 
and cost $10,000,000. Justav Bau- 
mann, formerly of the Holland house, 
is president and John McE. Bowman, 
vice president of the operating com- 
pany.

BIG YEAR EXPECTED 
IN THOMAS COUNTY 


Thomasville, Ga., January 3.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The beginning of the year 1914 
finds the people of both Thomasville 
and Thomas county in a decidedly more 
optimistic frame of mind in regard to 
conditions generally than was the case 
at this time last year, and everything 
seems to point to continued improve- 
ment for the year along all lines.

CAUSE IS ASCRIBED 
FOR DALTON QUAKES 


Dalton, Ga., January 3.—(Special.)— 
On October 18, 1902, and again on 
October 8, 1909, earthquake shocks 
were distinctly felt throughout the 
northwestern part of Georgia and the 
southeastern part of Tennessee, which 
were reported to the geological sur- 
vey at Baltimore, 
the cause of the shocks has been 
sought. The report of the investigat- 
ors of the phenomena indicates that 
underneath the quiet valley, in which 
Dalton is built, exist subterranean 
lakes and caverns, and that on the 
eastern slope of Rocky Face mountain 
a fault trends north and south, dipping 
to the east, and that the disturbances 
were likely due to a slip in this fault. 

At the time the shocks occurred the 
rumbling noise which accompanied 
them seemed to come from the moun- 
tains just west of Dalton, and the sen- 
sation to persons on the ground was 
as if they were anaing on a carpet 
and the corners were sharply jerked. 
The disturbances created much excite- 
ment at the times mentioned, but no 
records were obtained at any of the 
observatories. Dalton seemed to be 
near the center of the shocks, which 
radiated in several directions a dis- 
tance of about twenty-five miles.

NEW TARIFF MEASURE 
AS REVENUE PRODUCER 


Washineton, January 3%.—Treasury 
officials tonight expressed the belief 
that the Underwood-Simmons tariff act 
will producé several millions more rev- 
enue annually than had been estimated 
by tariff experts. The treasury ex- 
pected revenues to fall off about $465,- 
000,000 a year, but reports for the first 
two months have led to the belief that 
this estimate is excessive. 

Officials predicted the falling off 
would not amount to more than $36,- 
000,000 a year, which would give the 
government $9,000,000 more than was 
counted upon for 1914. Customs reve- 
nue fell off more than $4,000,000 dur- 
ing November, but for December, fig- 
ures just out show the decrease under 
December, 1912, only was about 

2,700,000. 

The total treasury disbursements for 
December amounted to $61,894,049, 
compared with $84,698,269 for Decem-

The ;.tock market was.a little hesitant 
during the week as a result mostly 
of the high-money rates prevailing be- 
cause of the fiest of the year financing 
and disbursements. The failure of an 
important chain of retail stores was 
another cause tor a slightly reaction- 
aly tendency, but the general tone con- 
linuea good, and it is the general 
vpinion of traders that the outlook is 
much better for the stock and bond 
market than it has been in nearly a 
year. An exanmipie of this is given 
ine iact that a stock exchange seat 
suid for $465,000, and immediately aft- 
erwards another passed at the same 
igure, on Wednesday, the bast day of 
the old year. This is the highest price 
fealized for a membership. to 
York exchange in mahy months, and it 
iS @€n advance of $3,5v0 over the last 
sale price, peing also $12,000 above the 
low price oi: the year. Wuring 1913 
stock exchange seats went to the low- 
est point In many years when $33,000 
was reached. Not only are the quo- 
iations tor seats tehding higher than 
even the latest seile price, with a 
higher bid than that refused by a 
prospective seiler, but a number of 
stock brokers who had announced 
that they were going to dissolve part- 
nerships or go out of business at the 
first of the year, changed their plans 
and wili continue, although a few 
carried through their plan. 
operator who sold his seat ‘early 
l¥i3 and said that he was 
WaS a purchaser at the Year-end, re- 
turning to his former piace in Wall 
street. One of the weak points in 
the last weeks trading was Canadian 
l’acific, which went below to the low- 
est point in several years. Besides 
the Mexican situation, one of the few 
unfavorable possibilities before the 
stock market is the rate case. It has 
been so generally hoped and expected 
that the interstate commerce commis- 
tion will grant railroads permission to 
advance their freigini charges 5 per 
cent that it is thought probable that 
an adverse decision may be the cause 
of a postponement and possibly the 
loss of the expected big” expansion in 
security transactions. tlkears that this 
inay be denied the railroads was a fac- 
tor in the small reaction in the past 
week. ‘The report of the record value 
of domestic farm production in 1913 
was a favverable feature, while the 
metal outlook is improved. One of the 
peculiar features of the market was 
the rumor that President Wilson's 
illness was serious, which was, of 
course, without foundation. Consid- 
ering the fact that Wall street has had 
something the matter with nearly ev- 
ery important man in the ceuntry at 
various times when they were all 
right, the report was not met with 
much belief. 


Good Money Conditions. 


Call money worked to moderately 
sliff rates, though nothing abnormal 
in view of the time of year. While 
time rates were not much higher, 
banks discouraged borrowers’ trom 
taking funds at this time. Banks end- 
ed the year in unusually favorable 
condition, with the surpius' reserves 
here estimated at over $20,000,000 at 
the year-end. This compares with a 
little under $6,400,000 at the end of 
1912. While stiff rates are anticipated 
for a few days if borrowing demands 
should be heavy, but not otherwise, 
in view of the large reserves, it is 
expected that. the general trend of 
money will be much easier within a 
week or ten days, and that the best 
conditions of many years should be 
seen in the money market in the near 
future unless there is a series of unex- 
pected unfavorable developments. Gold 
importations to even up trade balances 
in our favor abroad are looked for this 
month. 

Financing conditions are considered 
unusually fayorable, and barring a 
turn for the worse, it is expected that 
new securities will be offered by a 
number of corporations in need of 
funds. The New York Central offered 
$2,954,000 equipment trust certificates, 
on Tuesday, anc within'a few minutes 
after the time for subscriptions to be 
received had elapsed, it was found that 
they were oversubscribed, and _ the 
books were closed. The Central will 
soon sell more equipment obligations, 
while further financing is looked for 
in the early months of this year by 
the road. The St. Louis and San 
iMrancisco receivers sold $1,000,000 6 
per cent certificates to a banker early 
in the week. The Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul will offer about $30,000,- 
000 of its new general refunding mort- 
vage bonds early this month, accord- 
ing to present plans. The Erie rail- 
road has secured permisison to sell 
$2,000,000 general line 4 per cent bonds, 
although it is not known that they are 
to be offered in the immediate future, 

The Boston and Maine barely man- 
aged to get together funds for its Jan- 
uary 1 interest needs. About $1,500,- 
000 was duc on January 1. In Febru- 
ary, maturities of $10,000,000 have to 
be taken care of, and it is not known 
where the funds* are to come from, 
although means may be devised in the 
meantime for taking care of them. 

The National Railways of Mexico 
met its January 1 obligations by giv- 
ing par valu. 6 per cent notes in lieu 
of the cash interest due on that date. 
This was a novel way of getting 
around what might have been a seri- 
ous difficulty owing to a lack of cash 
or. of immediate means of raising it, 
but in view of the unfortunate posi- 
tion of the road, involved as it is In 
the governmental difficulties of Mex- 
ico, the plan was satisfactory to secu- 
rity holders. About $2,500,000 in cash 
was due Thursday on various bonds. 

The failure of the Siegel stores, of 
whieh the most important are the 
Simpson-Crawford company, of r 
York; the Henry Siegel company, 
Boston, and Siegel & Co., of 
York, is generally ascribed to inabil- 
ity to properly finance them. Poor 
retail trade has been only a small fac- 
tor, and the general condition of other 
large retail stores in the entire coun- 
try is believed to be good. The bank- 
rupt concerns will be reorganized. 
The Chicago store affiliated with those 
which failed in the east is declared to 
be in excellent condition. 

Express Profits Dropping.

During the last fourteen years I 
have come into close personal contact 
with three distinct races of people— 
| Persians. Filipinos and Cubans-—that 
were in what may be termed a patho- 
logical political state. In each case 
the fate of the patient hung on the 
treatment to be adopted by an alien 
political “doctor.” One people re- 
ceived promptly its territory and in- 
dependence; another had its na- 
tional existence crushed out in a car- 
nival of hlood and torture. Is it 
wrong to hope that in the case of the 
Filipinos our. nation may follow the 
earlier and nobler, even if the more 
hazardous, precedent? ae 

The deep-seated and pernicious de- 
fect in our existing relations with the 
Philippines is that the Filipino peo- 
ple have no adequate means of even 
‘influencing the governmental policies 
or specific legislation which vitally 
‘affect their present and future wel- 
fare.’ happiness and territory. Even 
| locally they have only been allowed 
to play at government in matters af- 
'fecting the islands as a whole. Yet 
' the Philippine Assembiy, elected by di- 
' rect vote of the people, has con- 
'sistently conducted itself with signal 
‘ prudence, moderation, intelligence 
‘and devotion to its ideals, often in 
the most difficult circumstances.

Have Mary appre- 
not merely her obligation to her- 
and her family, but her obligation 
to society as the social whole, and her 
relation to life in the broad divine 
sense. This was the message, too, from 
other agencies looking to her welfare. 


SHOULD BE PREPARED 
FROM THE START. 


There has been a great deal of in- 
ceidental twaddle advanced about what 
Mary should have in the way of re- 
creation, and how Mary should wear 
her hair, and dress, and people of all 
classes and kinds have been tolerantly 
heard on the subject. After all had 
been said and written and pictured on 
the subject it all came back to the 
plain, clear and unquestioned fact that 
the one thing to be done about Mary 
was to prepare her from the start for 
her essential responsibilities in life, her 
vocation as the homekeeper. 

To make Mary equal to her respon- 
sibility, the home fn which she is born 
should be all it ought to be; the school 
to which she goes should be what it 
ought to be, and the being of Mary 
should be looked to very carefully by 
that agency.

NOW GEORGE !S IN 
THE LIMELIGHT. 


George in the public eye 
in the very hmelight of it. Great 
municipal bodies are warring about 
how his morals shall be protected. He 
is about to be dragged from the fields 
of wild oats, and is being reminded 
that self-control is the first principle 
of civilization.

When there are two 
sides to these movements let “George’”’ 
trust not to his prejudices regarding 
the men leading the movements, but 
let him study and work out the merits 
of the movement himself with a view 
that it is his child, and the child of his 
brother, 
that must be considered—they  repre- 
senting the citizenship to come. 

Let him go forward and see what 


city in which he lives as unsanitary 
and unhealthy, though  elimatically 
blessed. Let him see for himself why 
it is that so much more money is given 
out to the department of police, the 
department of fire and so little for the 
protection of human health.

GEORGE SHOULD 
BEGIN AT ONCE. 


George can get all these facts, and 
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more pertaining thereto, from 
the recent health survey made through 
Atlanta’s great institution, the cham- 
ber of commerce. Soon there will be 
established a bureau of. facts pertain- 
ing to public welfare, which will en- 
able him to obtain any information he 
may desire. Let him begin at once to 
see what it is the city needs to make 
it cleaner and better and more healthy 
so that Atlanta can do her part to re- 
duce the death rate from preventable 
diseases that are a part of the condi- 
tion making unquestionably true the 
statement that the “men of this sec- 
ticn are not protecting the homes and 
the women as they should.” 

Just as sure as we are now, that no 
matter what Mary’s social status is, 
the school she goes to should teach her 
with the academic or conventional 
curriculum, very clear and concise les- 
sons in the science of home-keeping 
and the branches that come under that 
head, just so sure George should be 
taught the things that relate to his 
responsibilities in the home. While 
Mary boils the water according to the 
right temperature to wash the dishes, 
George should be taught how to saw 
the wood properly and drive a nail 
where it belongs. 

While she studies the chemistry of 
food and how to prepare it, the hygiene 
of the home and how to keep it clean, 
George should know as much about 
sanitation as any man in the communi- 
ty and be able to protect himself if 
need be against tyranny. 

For every lesson Mary learns about 
her duties in the home, George should 
be taught one, too. He should be talk- 
ed to just as seriously, if not more so, 
about the responsibilities of parent- 
age, for why should the whole burden 
be thrown upon Mary’ 

When this evenness of responsibility 
is understood more mutual interest 
will be developed in the home; there 
will be less of the indifferent citizen- 
ship and the partnership of Mary and 
George will be less split up in individ- 
ual interests. They will belong to the 
same clubs and organizations, work 
together in the interest of the school, 
and their partnership generally make 
itself felt in the community and in 
the great movement being felt the 
world over ia the direction of civic 
betterment.
